ANOTHER LIFE TAKEN 
BY GREAT AIR CONTEST 


Lieut. Cameron Wright 
Is Killed at St. Paul. 
“Flying Parson” Seems 
to Be Winning, Because 
He Despises Danger and 

Takes All Sorts of 

Chances. 


St. Paul, Neb., October 17.— 
Lieutenant Cameron Wright, in 
charge of the landing field here for 
the trans-continental air racers, was 
instantly killed late today when an 
airplane in which he was riding as 
& passenger went into a tail spin 
and dropped 200 feet. 


Chicago, October 17.—At the end 
of the tenth day in the 5,402-mile 
.@erial derby twice across the con- 
tinent, Lieutenant Belvin W. May- 
-nard, leader since the start of the 
race tonight was within striking 
‘distance of his goal. When May- 
nard settled down at Cleveland for 
the night at 5:30 he had but 503 
miles to go to reach Mineola, N. Y., 
where he gtarted the race Octo- 
ber 8. 

Captain J. O. Donaldson, May- 
nard’s closest competiter, was at 
Des Moines, still 620 miles behind 
the leader, who covered some 750 
miles today after his plane had 
been repaired at Wahoo, Neb. 

The leader among the west 
bound flyers of the second lap to- 
night was Captain Lowell Smith, 
who reached Chicago today from 
Buffalo in the machine flown by 
Major Carl Spatz, Maynard’s closest 
competitor on elapsed time in the 
first half of the race. Spatz gave 
over his plane to Smith at Buffalo 
when the latter’s was accidentally 
burned. Smith reached Chicago to- 
night, 810 miles from Mineola. 

How Fliers Stand. 

Lieufenant Alex Pearson broke 
down today at North. Platte, Neb., 
on the eastward return trip, and 
Captain Donaldson passed him, 
leaving him third in the race with 
Lieutenant Earl Manzelman fouth, 
some 209 miles west of Pearson. 
Lieutenant E. C. Kiel and H. E. 
Queens and R. S. Worthington left 
New York on the return trip today, 
the first two reaching Bryan while 
Worthington spent the night at 
‘Binghamton, With the arrival of 
Lieutenants H. IL George, T. Hynes 
and J. B Wright and Lieutenant 
Colonel H. E. Hartney at San Fran- 
cisco today, 23 of the sixty-two 
starters have made the first cross- 
ing. Eleven men started the sec- 
ond,lap but Major Spatz, westbound. 
and®Captain Harry Smith, east- 
bound, have dropped out, the latter 
wrecking his plane yesterday in 
Nevada. 

Last in the return trip is Lieuten- 
ant H. W. Sheridan, who left San 
Francisco late today and covered 
little of the 2,701-mile trip.

MAYNARD SWIFT 
WHILE ASLEEP. 

Chicago, October 17.—In a man- 
ner of speaking, Lieutenant B. W. 
Maynard still leading in the coast- 
to-coast air derby, made his “fast- 
est time” last night while he was 
sieeping and the machine was a 
wreck in a field near Waboo, Neb. 

It is largely owing to the re- 
markable speed with which his 
mechanician, W. E. Kline, assisted 
by a farmer, working all night un- 
der the concentrated rays of a cir- 
cle of the lights of automobiles. e- 
moved his damaged motor, a crank- 
shaft of which was broken, and in-

SCALE COMMITTEES 
INVITED TO CONFER 


Both Sides Accept, But 
Do Not Offer Any Great 
Hope — Operators Set 
Against Six-Hour Day 
and Collective Bargain- 


ing. 


Washington, October 17.—Failing 
after an all-day conference to avert 
a strike of nearly half a million 
bituminous coal miners, called for 
the very eve of winter, Secretary of 
Labor Wilson tonight invited min- 
ers and operators to send their full 
scale-committee to Washington next 
Tuesday when another effort to 
bring about peace in the industry 
will be made. 

Both sides accepted this but did 
not offer any great hope, however, 
for representatives of the operators 
stood firm in their determination 
not to negotiate any demand for a 
six-hour day, and not to deal with 
the unions unless the strike, set 
for November 1, was called off. 


John L. Lewis, acting president of 
the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca, whose word probably would 
swing the unions one way or the 
other, showed that he was laboring 
under a terrible strain when he left 
the three-cornered meeting. 

Speaking to a group of reporters, 
he said he had told Secretary Wil- 
son that the 32 members of his 
wage scale committee would be here 
Tuesday to meet an equal number 
from the other side, but that it 
would be useless to reconvene the 
joint interstate wage conference 
“unless the operators changed their 
stone wall attitude” and indicated 
a willingness to frame another 
agreement. 

For Joint Conference. 

Thomas T. Brewster, chairman of 
the coal operators of the central 
competitive coal fields, which em- 
braces the states of Illinois, In- 
diana, Ohio and western Pennsyl- 
vania, after sitting through the day 
ata table with Secretary Wilson and 
Mr. Lewis hurried away from the 
secretary’s office and refused _ to 
talk. An hour or two later he sent 
word to Mr. Wilson that his scale 
committee would be on hand for the 
joint eonference. 

At the outset Secretary Wilson, 
Sitting between Lewis and Brew- 
ster, urged them to resume negotia- 
tions and reconvene the joint wage 
conference, pointing out that he was 
making this effort by direction of 
the president’s cabinet. Lewis iIn- 
dicated the grounds on which the 
miners would negotiate, and after 
a recess Brewster returned with a 
written statement outlining the 
conditions under which the oper- 
ators would do the same. These 
were: 

Indication of a willingness on the 
part of the miners to carry out the 
existing contract, which former 
Fuel Administrator Garfield “at- 
tests is still in effect.” 

Rescinding of the strike order and 
continuation of work pending nego- 
tiations, and 

Understanding that the negotia- 
tions do not contemplate any reduc- 
tion in the hours of labor below the 
present standard of eight hours a 
day, six days a week. 

Collective Bargaining Scored. 

On the heels of this, Brewster's 
statement, addressed to Secretary 
Wilson, sharply attacked collective 
bargaining. 

“As pertinent to tile questions in- 
volved,” he wrote, “the operators 
deem it advisable to say that the 
coal operators of the central com- 
petitive field have adhered to the 
principles and practices of collec- 
tive bargaining for thirty years 
with the largest body of organized 
labor in the United States and it fs 
our opinion that our scale nego- 
tiations have broken down and that 
our contract has been abrogated by 
the miners’ union in their call for a 
strike November 1, because the pres- 
ent system of collective bargaining 
does not fix equal responsibility un-

A. would require the matrimonial 
candidate to make affidavit to his 
(or her) commanding officer that 
he was 21 years of age (or 18 ifa 
woman) and,that ne knew of no 
reason why marriage should not be 
entered into. A copy of the affi- 
davit would have to be presented to 
the officiating clergyman before the 
ceremony could be performd and 
this copy would be sent afterwards 
to his government with indorsement 
of the fact of the marriage and re- 
turned to the war department 
through diplomatic channels. 

By mea of such legislation it is 
hoped to t a stop to the practice, 
indulged in by some members of 
the American forces abroad, of tak- 
ing wives in addition to those they 
already bad back home. The pro- 
posed affidavit would afford such a 
check on his actions that a man who 
committed bigamy in this fashion 
would be almost certain to be found 
out.

ATTORNEYS FOR BANK 
WILL OPPOSE ATTEMPT 


Fred E. Harrison Pre- 
dicts That Couple and 
Their Chauffeur Will Be 
Released Before Night- 
fall Today. 


Following the announcement of 
attorneys that a new effort would 
be made this morning to reduce the 
bonds of Mrs. Catherine Bradstreet 
and the negro, Robert Ellison, and 
that they, with Clarence F. Brad- 
Street, would probably be released 
during the day on bond, statements 
were made by attorneys on the oth- 
er side of the famous Fairburn bank 
case that all efforts to secure the 
release of the prisoners would be 
resisted to the last ditch. 

Fred E. Harrison, of counsel for 
the Bradstreets and the negro, Rob- 
ert Ellison, stated Friday afternoon 
that a third attempt would be made 
this morning to secure the release 
of his clients on bond. He said that 
he, with Judge Ben Hill, as repre- 
sentatives of the prisoners, would 
go before Judge John B. Hutcheson, 
of the Stone Mountain circuit, this 
morning at 10 o’clock and ask that 
the order passed by Judge J. D. 
Humphries of the rurton criminal 
court, which held Mrs. Bradstreet 
and the negro Ellison as witnesses 
in the case of the state against 
William B. Green, be vacated. 

Held as Witnesses. 

The order passed by Judge Hum- 
phries at the habeas corpus hearing 
last Tuesday hela mrs. Bradstreet 
and the negro umies witness bonds 
of $2,500 each, while Clarence Brada- 
street was released under the habeas 
corpus writ, only to be rearrested 
almost immediately for embezzle- 
ment. At the same time warrants 
for embezzlement were served on 
Mrs. Bradstreet and Ellison, and 
bonds were fixed at $5,000 for each 
of.the three prisoners on the em- 
bezzlement charge. This amount 
added to the $2,500 witness bonds 
in the instances of Mrs. Bradstreet 
and Ellison made the total bonds 
for the woman and cine negro $7,500 
each. 

Attorney Harrison said Friday 
afternoon that the attorneys for 
Mrs. Bradstreet and Ellison would 
attack the order giten by Judge 
Humphries placing Mrs. Bradstreet 
and Ellison under witness bonds on 
the grounds that the judge pre- 
siding in the habeas corpus case had 
no right to hold the woman and the 
negro as witnesses in a case that 
had not been made out, and had no 
standing in court.

Washington, October 17.—The sen- 


ate steam roller was in good run- 
ning order again today. The irrec- 
oncilable opponents of the treaty 
of peace took another beating. Two 
additional amendments to the trea- 
ty were rejected. Their supporters 
appeared to have lost heart. The 
amendments were defeated without 
the formality of roll calls. 

The textual changes rejected to- 
day were sponsored by Senator 
Fall, republican, of New Mexico 
The first proposed to eliminate the 
United States from permanent mem- 
bership on the reparations commis- 
sion. The other was designed to 
restrict the authority of the Amer- 
ican delegates on the commission to 
voting only when instructed by his 
government, except in shipping mat- 
ters. 


(The 


Real Developments. 

Rejection of the last of the Fall 
amendments, leaving only the John- 
son and Moses amendments to the 
covenant for a league of nations yet 
to be voted upon, was a mere for- 
mality in the senate. The real de- 
velopments of the day came upon 
other matters. They were: 

First. An admission on the floor 
by the treaty opponents that they 
do not expect any textua! amend- 
ment to be adopted. A disposition, 
therefore, to dispose of the remain- 
ing amendments as soon as possibie, 
with the probability that a vote on 
the last of them will be reached 
about the middle of next week, 

Second. A tactit admission by 
Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska. 
leader of the administration forces, 
that the treaty cannot be ratified 
without reservations and his first 
formal overtures to the “mild res- 
ervationists” among the republicans 
for a coalition which would ratify 
the treaty with ratifications and en- 
compass the complete rout of the 
irreconcilables. 

Third. Indications that Colonel 
Edward M. House would appear be- 
fore the senate committee on for- 
eign relations as soon as his health 
will permit to respond to any in- 
quiries the senate may have with 
respect to his part in the peace con- 
ference, and, it was intimated, to 
reply to some of the = statements 
made before the committee by Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt, of Philadelphia, a 
former attache of the American 
peace commission. 

To Accept Reservations, 

Senator Hitchcock has known for 
weeks that he would have to come 
to a program of compromise with 
the middle ground republican sen- 
ators. He has fought shy of pub- 
lic admission of that fact. He was 
led to do &s0 not only because of 
President Wilson’s emphatic stand 
against reservations, but because to 
have admitted earlier ‘hat he 
would accept reservations would 
have been a factor in making such 
reservations more drastic. He was 
drawn from his reticence today by 
Senator Hale, republican, of Maine, 
an active opponent of textual 
amendments but a strong advocate 
of vital reservations. The colloquy 
came as “an aftermath of a debate 
on Armenia. 

“I am very much pleased to hear 
the senator from Nebraska say that 
in all probability the treay is going 
to be ratified,” Senator Hale began. 
“That indicates clearly to me that 
the senator and his followers are 
prepared to ac@éept strong pro-Amer- 
ican reservations, without which tne 
treaty never can and never should 
be ratified.” ' 

“That may be a very interesting 
subject for debate,” Senator Hitch- 
cock replied, “but this is not the 
proper time to discuss the matters 
to whieh the senator refers. I be- 
lieve in crossing the bridge when 
we get to it, and when we do get 
tto that bridge—” 

“But the senator crossed the 
bridge this morning,” said Senator 
Hale.

Mr. Arkwright declared that the 
mayor drew on his imagination in 
picturing alleged condition of tracks 
of the street car company. 

“The condition of a great many 
of Atlanta’s streets,” said the mayor 
in his message, “are disgraceful, 
entirely out of keeping with the 
dignity and importance of the city, 
and entirely unequal to the service 
to which the streets are subjected. 

“The pavements on the public 
streets have been and are now be- 
ing wrecked and ruined by utter 
failure of the street car company to 
properly construct, maintain and re- 
pair its street car lines in the 
streets.” He mentioned in this con- 
nection nearly a score of streets. 

South Broad Street. 

According to the statement of Mr. 
Arkwright. the only really bad con- 
dition existing on the company’s 
tracks in the city is on South Broad 
street. He said the mayor's message 
was full of intemperate expressions, 
and responsibility for the conditions 
which he charged did not lie with 
the power company. 

The mayor was present when the 
committee took up his message for 
consideration and briefly explained 
hig purpose in calling attention to 
the alleged fault of the street car

European Nations Can’t 
Even Pay What They 
Owe United States Un- 
less They Are Helped. 


New York, October 
America “talks and talks some 
more,” opportunity to fulfill her 
duty to the small states created by 
the war awaits the formal re-estab- 
lishment of peace, Secretary Red- 
field, of the department of com- 
merce, declared here tonight, speak- 
ing before the American Manufac- 
turers’ Export association. Until 
peace comes, he said, organization of 
the vast agencies necessary to 
finance the commercial regéneration 
of the world cannot begin. 

From the elevation of the spirit 
of war times, the secretary said, 
“we have reacted into an apparent 
orgy of class selfishness varied by 
mob violence.” It must seem to the 
enlooker, he added, that America had 
made up her mind to say to Europe 
‘goodby, and the devil take the 
. hindermost.” 

The secretary pointed to the 
“miracle of reconstruction” being 
Wrought in France and said it was 
, Wise to remember that Great Britain 
- also was finding herself and was al- 
ready in the field with government 
credits for her foreign trade. 

The world owes the United States 
$15,000,000,000, he said. 

“They can’t pay now and they 
can't even wait unless we help 
them,” he said of the smaller  na- 
tions. “We have over here what all 
the nations lack. We have the goods 
to sell, they have the need to buy; 
we have the méans of paying our- 


selves for the goods, they have not 
the means of paying us. 

“Every business man knows that 
we cannot undertake this task until 
we have peace. This is not parti- 
sanship or politics; it is just sense,” 

In approaching the _ task of fi- 
nancing and supplying the weaker 
nations, Secretary Redfield said, ‘a 
credit providing organization be- 
yond anything we have ever known” 
must be erected, embracing all 
imerican commercial life. Such an 
irganization with a capital of $500,- 
100,000 or a billion, he explained, 
tould be developed by countrywide 
appeal to the “investing power of 

merica”’ and could take foreign

FOR NEW ORLEANS 


Philadelphia, October 17.—New 
Orleans is te have a new steamship 
line, Which will begin operations 
early next month and handle ship- 
ments trom and for the entire 
south, according to a published an- 
nouncement here today. ‘The ves- 
sels of the new line will operate 
from Philadelphia and New Orleans 
through the l’anama canal to Los 
Angeles, San Irancisco and Honv- 
lulu. The new line is reported to 
have the financial backing of steel 
interests of Philadelphia, and is 
made possible by the present rai] 
rate on steel products from the 
Atiantic to the Pacific coast, which 
is $1.37% per hundred pounds. The 
water route, it is declared, will cut 
this rate almost in half. The names 
of the steamships which will be 
placed on the route will be  an- 
nounced soon. 

On the eastward run from 
Pacific coast the ships will bring 
sugar from Honolulu, and canned 
goods, dried truits and other prod- 
ucts of the western coast. The 
ships will stop at New Orleans and 
discharge part of their 
merchandise for places in the south, 
then take on rice, cotton and other 
southern products for Philadelphia. 
On the western run the steamships 
will take out cargo for New Or- 
leans and other southern points, and 
iron, steel and’ manufactured goods 
for Ahe Pacific coast.

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ALIEN SLACKERS SAFE 
FROM DEPORTATION 


tected by Treaties, Says 
Secretary Lansing. 


Washington, October 7.—For- 
eigners who withdrew their ‘rst 
citizenship papers to obtain exemp- 
selective draft are 
protected against deportation by 
treaties with thelr countries, Sec- 
retary Lansing today informed the 
house committee on immigration. 

Proposed legislation to benish 
these aliens already has drawn 
protests from the Swedish and 
Norwegian governments through 
their embassies here. 

Secretary Lansing’s views on the 
bill which the committee !}°s had 
under consideragion ar: expressed 
in the following letter received to- 
day by Representative Albert John- 
son, of Washington, chairman of 
the committec: 

“The opinign of the state depart- 
ment is that the passage of this 
legislation might cause considerable 
embarrassment to the United 
States. Of course the government 
of the United Statce, despite the 
treaties, has the right to exclude 
from this country foreigners in- 
imical to the public welfare. But 
this legislatfon seems to me to be 
imposing penalty upon those aliens 
who took advantage of the rights 
given them by congress in the army 
vill to obtain draft exemption by |

papers. 
“The bill then provided that these 
aliens should be denied forever the 
right to bcome American citizens. 
A table to the aliens who took ad- 
‘fantage of this »~rovision shows 
that nine-tenths of them are from 
neutral countries and the depart- 
ment therefore thinks it would be 
unwise to nact this leislation.’’ 
A letter from Louis I, Post, as- 
Sistant secretary of labor, to Mr. 
Johnson, said that while the total 
of draft registrants who escaped 
service by withdrawing their first 
papers was Only 1,745, those who 
took advantage of the rights given 
them in the army bill numbered 
208,000. Existing law bars all these 
men from citizenship. Chairman 
Johnson pointed out tonight that it 
would be absurd to attemnt to de- 
port such a number even thouch 
there were no treaty restrictions. 


American Casualties 
In Russian Hostilities 
Reached Total of 553 


Washington, October 17.—Ameri- 
Can participation in the northern 
Russian hostilties and in and around 
Archangel resulted in a total of 
253 casualties, according to a com- 
plete record which the war depart- 
ment gave out today. The force 
sent to Archangel, consisting of the 
339th infan@y and the 310th en- 
gineers, arrived there in August, 
+r and was withdrawn in June, 
1919. 

Of the total casualties givan, 109 
were due to deaths in battle, 35 to 
deaths from wounds, &. from disease 
and 19 from accidents and other 
causes. There were 305 wounded, 
and four prisoners, all of whom 
were released.

New York, October 17.—Early rat- 17.—Secre- 
ification of the peace treaty was 
urged in a resolution adopted today 
at the closing session of the Ameri- 
can Manufacturers’ Export associa- 
tion, in convention here. 

“Delay in ratifying peace,” said 
the resolution, has contributed to 
industrial hesitancy and stagnation 
throughout the world, as well as to 
social unrest, and for that reason 
the manufacturing exporters of the 
nation urgewpon the senate the ne- 
cessity for early action on the trea- 
ty of peace. 

“When our government shall have 
ratified the peace treaty, the peace 
s0 concluded shall be industrially a 
real peace, and American manufac- 
turers shall feel at liberty to re- 
sume trade with the people of the 
central powers in the manner that 
their individual interests may dic- 
tate; but in the allocation of out- 
put and the extension of credit gen- 
erous consideration should always 
be given by the manufacturers of 
the United States to the needs of 
those people with whom the 'y have 
been associated in the war. 

Establishment of a central diplo- 
matic staff to make all appoint- 
ments in the diplomatic and con- 
sular services with the exception of 
ambassadors and ministers, was 
recommended in a committee report 
presented to the convention. 

The staff would consist ‘of the 
secretary of state as chairman ex- 
officio and four members appotnt- 
ed by the president from the past 
and present diplomatic service and 
subject to confirmation by the sen- 
ate. They would hold office during 
good behavior. 

Civil service regulations are urg- 
ed by the committee to apply to 
the entire diplomatic and consular | 
systems with the exception of am- 
bassadors and ministers “because 
they are the personal representa- 
tives abroad of the administration.” 

The report expresses the belief 
that the proposed central staff 
would “remove these systems from 
all partisan political interference.” 

Attractive salaries, adequate al- 
lowances for living expenses and 
purchase and maintenance by the 
government of official residences 
for both services also are recom- 
mended. 

The committee further urged that 
the present force of commercial at- 
taches and trade commissioners of 
the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce be increased by twenty- 
two at salaries ranging from $6,000 
to $12,000. At present only two re- 
ceive more than $6,000.

The mineral exhibits from our 
own mountains will include gold, 
iron, manganese and copper ores, 
marble, tale, ochre, etc. 

We will have many specimens of 
homespun. 

We are soon going to get togeth- 
er to vote bonds for roads to open 
up this wonderiul county, and when 
people discover our resources and 
know more about the healthtul 
climate and the mineral springs of 
this section, besides the good hunt- 
ing and fishing up here, it is bound 
to become the recreation spot of 
Georgia.

Demanded by the Steel 
Strikers—They Go to 
Court to Get Rights 
They Allege Have Been 
Denied.

Pittsburg, Pa., October 17.—Or- 
ganized labor today began its le- 
gal battle in the courts for the right 
of free speech and free assemblage 
which the steel strikers claim has 
been denied them by public offi- 
cials of Pittsburg and Allegheny 
county. A bill in equity, asking 
for an injuction restraining Mayor 
Kk. V. Babcock, the director of the 
department of public safety, the 
Superintendent of police and the 


_commission of police from prevent- 


ing labor meetings was filed in the 
county court and the hearing will 
be held next Thursday. 

It was announced by counsel for 
the strikers that additional suits 
will be filed against authorities of 
séveral other municipalities and 
against county officials and certain 
corporations. It was also given 
out that a large number of damage 
suits will be filed against corpora- 
tions and public officials for alleged 
false arrest of strikers, assaults and 
unlawful search of houses. 

The bill of complaint was sworn 
to by J. L. Beaghen, ageeneral or- 
ganizer of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. It recites that the 
plaintiff and the American Fedeéra- 
tion of Labor had proven their “un- 
questioned loyalty” to the United 
States during the war; that labor 
union meetings have been held from 
time to time, but that since October 
6 the defendants have “willfully, 
wickedly and in disregard of their 
vaths” refused to permit the plain- 
tiff or any organization affillated 
with the American Federation of 
Labor to hold meetings. In a spe- 
cific case recited the bill complains 
that a meeting was torbidden in a 
certain hall despite the fact that 
fraternal and other organizations, 
including Russian socialists, are 
permitted to hold regular meetings 
in the building. 


STRIKE SYMPATHIZERS 
CLASH WITH GUARDS. 

Cincinnati, October 17.—The clash 
between strike sympathizers and 
guards and workmen of the Andrews 
Steel company, Newport, Ky., last 
night, in which William Nimmo, 
iormer chief of detectives of Cin- 
cinnati, and five other men were 
shot, is believed to have been caused 
by reports that non-union workers 
were being brought in to operate 
the steel plant. Nimmo received 
20 buckshot wounds in his legs, 
arm and head. 

The fight started - immediately 
after nine guards and three work- 
men left the gates of the steel 
plant after working hours.

debate, Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, who returned to his seat in the 
conference in the afternoon after a 
two days’ illness, brouvht the dis- 
cussion to a climax with a ‘heated 
and eloquent reply to L. F. Loree, 
president of the Delaware and Hudé- 
son railroad, and a representative 
of capital. 

Denying the assertion of Mr. Lo- 
ree that labor had taken advantage 
of the war to force important con- 
cessions from the government, Mr. 
Gompers dgclared that labor had 
been actuated by the most intense 
patriotism during the war and that 
labor had made good its pledge of 
co-operation tendered President 
Wilson even before the nation en- 
tered the world conflict. But, em- 
phatieally declared the veteran la- 
bor chieftain, noticeably weaken:d 
by his recent iliness, “the masses 
of labor of the United States have 
at last found théir ability to articu- 
late through organization and the 
time has come when in America la- 
bor is determined to gain a fair 
share of the rewards of its toil.” 

Shaking With Emotion. 

Shaking with emotion and his 
voice quivering, Mr. Gompers bit- 
terly assailed Mr. Loree for his as- 
sertion that there were elements 
in American labor that planned 
overthrow of the government. 

Mr. Loree in his address demand- 
ed that the government be given 
the same access to the records and 
correspondence of labor unions that 
it now has to those of corporations 
and that generally the same regu- 
lations that now surround capital 
be extended to the labor unlons, 

Adjournment without a vote on 
the collective bargaining issue was 
opposed vigorously by the labor 
men. Mr. Gompers demanded that 
the gathering remain in session 
“until the resolution is disposed of,” 
and Daniel J. Tobin and W. G. Lee, 
the latter chief of the railway train- 
men, held up the spectre of numer- 
ous strikes and pending _ strikes 
now in abeyance pending the out- 
come of the conference to induce 
the delegates to take immediate ac- 
tion. 

Four members of the labor group 
EK. Sheppard, John H. Donlin. 
T. A. Rickert and Joseph F. Vallen- 
tine—voted with a majority of the 
employers and public groups for 
adjournment. 

The Capital Resolution. 

The resolution by the capital 
group, which Chairman Harry A. 
Wheeler said had been assented to 
by 11 of the 14 members present, 
follows: 

“Resolved, That, without in any 
way limiting the right of a wage- 
earner to refrain from joining any 
association or to deal directly with 
his employer as ne cnooses, the 
right of wage-earners in private, as 
distinguished from government em- 
ployment, to organize in trade and 
labor unions, in shop’ industrial 
councils, or other lawful form of 
association, to bargain collectively, 
to be represented by representatives 
in negotia- 
tions and adjustments of employers 
in respect to wages, hours of la- 
bor, and other conditions of em- 
ployment, is recognized; and the 
right of the employer to deal or 
not to deal with men or groups of 
men who are not his employees and 
chosen by and from among them is 
recognized; no denial is intended of 
the right of an employer and his 
workers voluntarily to agree upon 
the form of their representative re- 
lations.”

“We hear much of the struggle 
between capital and labor,” he said, 
looking about the conferenve rvom.

PLAN TO RESTORE 
HOHENZOLLERNS 


Poland’s President Says 
Ludendorff Is the Tool 
of Von Der Goltz in the 
Movement—Using Rus- 
sia as Medium. 


(The Censtitution—Lendon

Warsaw, October 17.—In facing 


| her present dangers, Poland's great- 


est asset is her president, Joseph 
Pilsudski, founder organizer and 
commander-in-chief of the army to 
which all Poles owe their libera- 
tion from Germany’s only army 
which has been wonstantly victo- 
rious against the bolshevists. Al 
his life he has worked, plotted or 
fought for Polish independence. 
General Pilsudski granted me an Ine 
terview and gave his opinion as to 
the situation Poland will be placed 
in if the entente ceases to take an 
active interest in Russia and the 
Baltic states are compelled to make 
peace with the bolshevists for lack 
of assistance. Said General Pilsua- 
ski: 

“At present the influence and 
prestige of the entente powers in 
the Baltic provinces is equally bal- 
anced by Germany's. German In- 
fluence has been growing while the 
influence of the entente has been 
diminishing. If the assistance or 
the entente is withdrawn Germany 
will be left alone in the field.” 

Asked whether Poland would be 
able to fight the bolshevists with- 
out assistance, the president said 
he had no fear. Both in morale and 
training, the Polish army was su- 
perior. From the military side they 
are strong enough. It was a ques- 
tion of supplies. They needed 
the assistance that the allies could 
give them. Continuing the presi- 
dent said: 

“The danger is Germany on our 
left flank in Lithuania. Germans 
are gambling for high states. Their 
object is to restore a monarchy in 
Germany. Von der Goltz’s only tool 
behind the movement is Ludendorff, 
a strong man with great ideas, who 
knows how to direct big enterprises. 
Monarchists know that for the pres- 
ent they cannot hope to act in Ger- 
many, for internal conditions are 
ripe. So they are using Russia as 
the medium through which to con- 


Ostensibly, the Germans occupy 
Courland to keep the _ bolshevists 
out; actually they are working with 
the bolshevists. They have. sent 
them numbers of non-commissioned 
officers as instructors for the army. 
They have schools in Courland for 
bolshevist agitators, others in Po- 
land, Latvia and elsewhere, 
aim is to use bolshevism to weaken 
the countries which are hostile to 
Germany. At the right moment 
they will offer themselves as allies 
to Yudenitch, Denekine and Kol- 
chak, and then the influence which 
they have gained in the red army 
will be their trump card.

He 
said the employers had “long had 
the moral and legal right to or- 
ganize as they desired and select 
such managers and representatives 
as the corporations pleased.” 

“Personal relationship as a re- 
sult has been absolutely destroyed,” 
he added, “and labor is formed to 
organize in order to hold its own 
in the industrial world today.” 

Replying to Mr. Woll, Herbert F. 
Perkins, of the capital group, ex- 
plained that the substitute resolu- 
tion by his group was worded so as 
to protect employers in their re- 
fusal to deal with a minority of 
their workers who might attempt 
to force the entire plant to close 
down. * 

Speaking from the viewpoint of

Loree Raps Labor. 


“Thus far,” he added, “nothing has 
been said of the responsibilities of 
labor.
